Lethbridge. Crop conditions are ex- 
cellent as far south as High River. 
From that point south the condition 
of the crop seemed to depend on (the 
character of the farming, Crop weil 
put in looking well and much of the 
wheat was headed out, but crop disk -d 
in on stubble or sown on hand not on 
good condition looked poorly. There 
has been less rain and more heat 
along the Crow's Nest bine than fur- 
ther south, On the Milk river ridge 
and in the Cardston district the gen- 
eral crop condition is reported fair. 
On the Aldersyde-Lethbridge branch 
co? the C.P.R., there is a great deal of 
good crop and a great deal of land is 
being summer fallowed, 

The Lethbridge fair was not being 
as largely attended as was hoped, but 
the quality of the exhibits was all that 
could be desired.
